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BLUE  TYPHOON 

HISTORY  OF  A TEAM 

The  1945  Newport  News  High  School  football  team  started  off  its  sea- 
son in  a whirlpool  of  wins  until  it  battled  with  the  Comets  of  Granby  High. 
Even  though  they  weren't  able  to  cope  with  the  strength  of  Wilson  and  Granby, 
the  team  showed  a fighting  spirit  in  all  their  games. 

Opening  September  2 with  a win  of  47-0  over  a pitifully  weak  Alexander 
Park  team  the  Gold  and  Blue  gridsters  showed  that  they  were  a team  to  be 
watched.  The  whole  team  participated  in  this  game  and  displayed  consider- 
able promise. 

The  following  week,  Augusta  Military  Academy's  white  and  blue  clad 
cadets,  were  swept  aside  by  the  Typhoon  who  won  this  tilt  32-0.  Linwood 
Garrison  and  co-captain  Bobby  Stortz  led  their  team  to  victory. 

On  October  5,  the  Newport  News  Hi  boys  beat  their  first  conference 
foe,  E.  C.  Glass  of  Lynchburg,  25-0.  The  line  opened  holes  in  the  Glass  line 
over  and  over  again,  the  backfield  seldom  lacked  its  support.  The  Lynchburg 
backfield  found  itself  up  against  a stone  wall  when  on  the  offense. 

Treking  to  Foreman  Field  the  next  week  to  engage  Maury,  the  boys  from 
Newport  continued  their  winning  ways  by  beating  them  13-0.  They  still  re- 
mained unbeaten,  untied  and  unscored  on  but  received  plenty  of  trouble  in 
this  game  from  Gus  Polizos  of  the  Maury  team. 

Bobby  Stortz  led  the  team  to  another  victory  over  Fork  Union  Military 
Academy,  a non-conference  foe,  but  were  scored  on  for  the  first  time.  It  was 
a slow  game  but  the  Typhoon  showed  they  still  had  plenty  of  power.

On  November  2,  Alexandria  toppled  to  the  Blue  and  Cold  boys  who  went 
to  Alexandria  to  do  it.  Stortz  led  'em  again  in  another  conference  win. 

Newport  News  Championship  hopes  were  shattered  in  the  next  game  by 
the  formidable  Blue  Comets  from  Granby  High.  The  Norfolk  boys  were  dis- 
played as  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best,  football  team  in  Virginia  high  school 
history.  In  this  game  the  boys  from  the  Huntington  Avenue  institution  received 
some  injuries  that  didn't  help  them  in  the  game  any.  Melvin  Slye,  Buddy  Bry- 
ant, and  "Budgy"  McNamara  received  the  worst  injuries.  Bryant  and  Slye 
were  unable  to  play  in  the  next  game. 

Playing  their  worst  game,  Newport  News  Hi  managed  to  tie  a weak 
Hopewell  team  7-7.  The  boys  just  couldn't  click  and  didn't  show  the  spirit  they 
used  in  previous  games.  Bernie  Shields,  sub  back,  made  the  one  tally  for  New- 
port News. 

On  Thursday,  the  last  game  of  the  1945  season,  the  team  played  hard 
but  couldn't  win  from  a strong  Wilson  eleven  at  Portsmouth  and  the  team 
beat  Newport  32-7. 

So  that  sums  up  a season  that  was  one  of  the  best  in  recent  years  for 
the  Typhoon.  We  won  6,  lost  2 and  tied  one  scoring  171  points  to  our  op- 
ponents 87.
